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After a year of radical disasters in 1969-70, Queen’s 
settled down to some serious symposia, most notably a 
return of UNDER ATTACK and the ambitious and suc- 
cessful MEDIA AND YOUR MIND. Many experts and 
well-known figures confronted students and other 
members of the University community. 

Other symposia dealt with the Indian Problem in 
Canada, The Urban Poor, and the Developement of 
the Canadian North. Some students were upset, con- 
cerned, or humoured — the rest were only mildly in- 
terested. Individual speakers also came, particularly 
Paul Fromm from the Edmond Burke Society and Peter 
Watkins, who drew the largest crowds — an indication 
of the probable demise of expensive, intricate teach- 
ins. It was an interesting and informative, if not dy- 
namic, year in student self-education.

Look at the athletes themselves. They range from 
petite, attractive girls like Wendy Youens of tennis 
fame, to hulking behemoths like 6°7"" Doug Walker, a 
fearsome defensive end. Yet, all are skilled athletes 
with particular abilities, and all have shown a desire to 


compete. 











Why do such men and women decide to forsake normal leisure activ- 
ities to subject themselves to the demands of competition? For most, 
the answer is in the challenges, the associations with coaches and ath- 
letes, and the less tangible rewards of self-expression and fulfillment; 


all share a love of the sport they play. This devotion to the team and the 
school has made spirit and unity the hallmark of Queen’s; fans and ath- 
letes alike share a personal involvement in sports. 














In late fall, the scene shifts: new sports, new names ... 
MacKenzie, Mott, Carson, Cazes ... runbacks and penalty 
shots give way to baseline drives and the powerplay. 
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It was the last year of the old OQAA 
conference, and Queen's athletes made 
the most of it. Teams that had been con- 
signed to doormat status began playing 
like contenders ...

while in individual sports a host of 
new athletes made the Journal sports 
pages readable for the first time in years. 
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There was a change in atti- 
tude, too. The kind of brash con- 
fidence that used to be confined 
to football began to spring up in 
conversations about basketball 
and — a real change — hockey. 
Spurred on by a combination of 
team pride and strong fan sup- 
port, both teams scored upset 
victories in the OQAA semifinals 
before yielding. At the end, the 
agony of competition was there 
to see. A loser's dressingroom is 
not a pretty place, but the guts of 
a team show there. They were 
impressive in defeat. 
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The women had an upswing of their own: certain 
quarters finally realized that you have to work to 
win, and that while a lady may not sweat, a lady 
athlete sure as hell does. 


The results: two championships at the 


intermediate level, contenders everywhere

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_.. and the ice hockey team won two league 
games. The success was overwhelming: they 
even had fans. 









But not all the changes came on the courts. Far more subtle 
influences were at work, reflected by the changing attitudes of 
player and fan alike. Both became more open, more aware. 


The accepted sterotypes became even more inaccurate, and 
nobody had short hair anymore. 
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The new awareness was driven home by out- 
side events — witness the last McGill weekend 
— but the result was a greater sense of integra- 
tion, in a winter that saw many schools faced 
with declining interest and open hostility be- 
tween students and athletes. But then, Queen's 
has always been like that. Despite the changes 
and the stress, the new facilities and the victo- 
ries and the defeats, it was a good year.

It may rain in Orientation week, but for convo- 
cation the sun shines, and though the graduand 
has only been away a few weeks, the campus 
looks a little strange already. It is deserted and 
sunny, two things it has never been before; and as 
he shows the limestone and mud off to parents 
and brothers and sisters, he realizes that already 
it is part of his past and has begun to grow in 
directions different from his. 

On actual convocation days there are crowds, 
but no longer are the people in year jackets and 
blue jeans: many of them are overdressed mothers 
and fathers, and the rest, oddly transformed 
friends, brushed and polished, with academic 
gowns surmounting their best clothes. They gin- 
gerly carry folded hoods, and programs and bou- 
quets and flashbulb cameras; the girls blush or cry 
and everyone looks nervous. 

The literature explaining convocation (pick up 
your hood and gown, pay the deposit, get your 
visitors’ tickets, you are cordially invited to the 
luncheon, report for marshalling at 1:30) states 
without exaggeration that it is a formal occasion; 
this explains both the unaccustomed suits and 
dresses and the colorful academic dress of faculty, 
black gowns varied by red and gold, with hoods 
and trims in every color, like the high vestments 
of state. 
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There were changes, for the first time in many years — the convocations were held in the new Harty are- 
na (somehow rather impersonal after the intimate darkness of Grant Hall), and there was enough room for 
all the guests everyone wanted to bring — but the pomp and ritual that is the heart of convocation re- 
mained. The Chancellor still stood sturdy through hundreds of degrees and diplomas in seven separate con- 
vocations; Graduands made the same response to the same question asked by their various deans; and two 
by two they knelt to be hooded with the degree’s proper colors. Walking back into the sun on the concrete 
arena apron, graduands were graduates, more pictures were taken, and more proud mothers beamed. 

For some, not much will change when the return in the fall for graduate work amid the same drizzle and 
limestone. For others, Queen’s is over, except for occasional hours of memory and revisit; they are alumni, 
and the University will only occasionally devote much concern to them. They are on their own, but still 
remain part of the whole that is Queen's.

Anxiously awaited in the wake of the 
Chuck Edwards controversy a year ago, 
the report of a special study committee on 
discipline appeared and provoked various 
criticisms. Though it proposed a structure 
in detail for disciplinary procedures and 
appeals, there were charges that it was 
unclear on the principle of community dis- 
cipline and particularly about the position 
of nonacademic staff. Also repeatedly 
heard was the suggestion that double- 
jeopardy had not been disposed of: the 
proposed system left the university with 
authority in some areas covered by law 
and the civil authorities. A revised report 
was to be produced during the summer. 
Meanwhile, with the situation foggy, 
AMS constables carried on as usual.

Elrond above ground 


About fifty students, besides the Band, fol- 
lowed the Golden Gaels to Winnipeg for the 
Western Bowl against the University of Manito- 
ba. It was the best — and most tragic — football 
game of the year, and the cheering section had 
ample chance for both cheers and cries of dismay. 
They found that USI had been there before them 
and produced a Journal “extra” with details on 
the game and the teams. Play-by-play was broad- 
cast by a CFRC crew back to Queen’s, where ev- 
eryone listened breathless, including the 700 who 
had signed a good-luck telegram delivered to the 
team just before the game. 


Non-professional library staff picketed 
the official opening of the phys ed complex 
to publicize the wage demands of Canadi- 
an Union of Public Employees local 1302, 
of which many of the library staff were 
members. The union threatened to strike 
after contract negotiations broke down in 
early spring, and media were filled with 
conflicting claims about present salaries 
and offers for the new contract, the first 
since the union was certified. Many stu- 
dents wore buttons — ‘$62.50 isn’t 
enough!” — supporting union demands. A 
settlement was reached including a unique 
clause letting a staff member take off up to 
three hours per week for a credit course 
towards a B.A. or graduate degree.

It was a good year for elections. If you 
were in arts and science, and properly in- 
volved, only one hole in your blue card 
didn’t get punched. But then it was an odd 
year, with by-elections for senators and an 
ASUS treasurer as well as the usual AMS, 
faculty society, and senatorial elections — 
and, in ASUS, two referenda about the 
course evaluation guide. Often there were 
poll clerks at the foot of the Union stairs. 


Students in the geology department 
organized the second annual Central Can- 
ada University Geological Conference. 
Held on campus and at the Holiday Inn in 
mid-October, it brought staff and students 
from all over Ontario and beyond to hear 
papers and panel discussions about “Geol- 
ogy of the °70’s Ocean Decade”. The 
sponsors were proud that their conference 
attracted participants from fields like biol- 
ogy, politics and law as well as geology, 
and especially proud that the conference 
was entirely a student-run operation. 


The new phys ed complex, fashioned 
like a good-sized mediaeval fortress with 
modern trimmings, included a new Jock 
Harty Arena which served for hockey 
games and sat almost seven hundred for 
examinations while the proctor ran the 
show from the penalty box. 

Later, the arena was the site for convo- 
cations. It was discovered that the fire 
marshal would only allow 945 people in 
Grant Hall at a time, and so guest tickets 
had to be greatly restricted. After various 
requests convocations were moved to the 
arena, and reactions were mixed. One 
McArthur graduate said, “Who wants to 
graduate ina skating rink?” 









Teach-ins, made popular at the University of 
Toronto, have been less successful at Queen’s — 
but then came “Media and Your Mind” in the 
spring of 1971. 

Before, teach-ins had drawn few people and 
cost a great deal. This one was the reverse. What 
started off as a panel discussion about the media 
(by Norman DePoe, Laurier La Pierre, Lister 
Sinclair, and Stanley Burke) became a mass-par- 
ticipation free-for-all. Members of the Grant Hall 
audience took over the speakers’ tables and the 
panelists went roaming the gallery in search of 
new antagonists. Later the diehards went off to 
Watson Hall in search of more arguments about 
the media and imperialism. The attendance at 
Media and Your Mind exceeded the total attend- 
ance for the previous year’s teach-ins. 





























Queen’s ran a capital campaign, asking for 
$6 42 million for new buildings the govern- 
ment would not totally finance. James Cour- 
tright was made Vice-Principal for Develop- 
ment and Information, largely to coordinate 


fund-raising. By year-end about two thirds of 


the goal had been reached. 


The university found its financial situation 
tight because of meagre increases in provincial 
grants. For the first time in years, the 1970-71 
budget ran a deficit, about a hundred thou- 
sand dollars out of $27 million. 


Dr. Wesley Curran, long director of the De- 
partment of Extension, retired in the spring, 


as did Mrs. Beatrice Bryce, the Dean of 


Women, at the end of the year. 


Premedicine accepted its last class, Meds 76. 
In future admission to the first medical year 
will come after two years in another faculty, 
usually arts and science. 

There were several new deans: Dr. H. M. 
Edwards, acting dean for applied science (his 
successor, Dr. Robert K. Uffen, was an- 
nounced during the year); Dr. R. L. McIntosh 
for graduate studies; Dr. D. O. Waugh for 
medicine. 

The Engineering Drawing Building (known as 
the Old Gymnasium sometimes, such as on 
exam timetables) was renamed Jackson Hall 
in honour of a former dean of applied science. 
Student learning groups, recommended by the 
Harrower Report last year, began in second 
term on a very small experimental basis — a 






small number of first-year students meeting 
regularly with a faculty member or senior 
student. 

Coed residence didn’t happen — maybe next 
year. 

The Committee for an Independent Canada 
sold Keep It Canadian buttons all year, and 
circulated its petition against American take- 
over, getting a total of 1700 signatures on 
campus. 


History lecturer Jim Laxer ran second for the 
national leadership of the New Democratic 
Party at its spring convention.

Every year is restructuring year for the 
AMS as it struggles to make form follow 
function. What the AMS does changes rapid- 
ly. This was a year for retrenchment following 
the all-over expansion of the McGregor year; 
president Rod Follwell operated an austerity 
budget (well-supervised by engineering rep 
Victor Bradley) and cut back on expanding 
programmes in many areas. 

Vice-president Janet Rogers, following the 
lead set by Peter Griffiths before her, present- 
ed proposals for reorganizing the inner and 
outer councils of the AMS. Several possibili- 
ties were brought up (a board of directors? a 
general assembly?) and eventually she sug- 
gested a somewhat reduced outer council. But 
after long debate her proposals were modi- 
fied, and implementation even of the modest 
changes which remained was postponed for a 
year. 

The commissionership system operated 
fairly well in its second year; at year end res- 
ponsibilities were reshuffled and five commis- 
sions took over the duties of the previous sev- 
en. Incorporation formalities were also 
completed. 

The Graduate Student Society huffed and 
puffed but eventually made its peace with the 
AMS, renewing (on renegotiated terms) the 
contract by which it is a member society of the 
cross-campus government. Grad reps Ron 
Duggleby and Graham Millington were 
among the most outspoken members of the 
AMS outer council, frequently clashing with 
president Follwell on a variety of issues, in- 
cluding Tricolor, on which Duggleby spent 
much of the year trying to call a referendum.

The science formal concert, featuring 
the Guess Who, was great musically, but it 
started late and the intermissions were 
long and the patrons generally were not 
too happy. The science formal committee, 
through engineering president Paul Nick- 
son, came to the AMS executive shortly 
afterwards to explain about what they said 
was the cause: the Queen’s Entertainment 
Agency under director Dave Merrick. 
Nickson and formal coordinator Norm 
Fritz clashed with Merrick, supported by 
sidekick Peter Raymont and campus ac- 
tivities commissioner Sandy Riley, and 
Nickson’s complaints were generally dis- 
missed. But discontent continued, surfac- 
ing in a long exchange of letters in the 
Journal. At the AMS annual meeting 
there was a heavy turnout of gold jackets, 
with the engineers massed behind a pro- 
posed bylaw change to make optional the 
QEA’s services for arranging entertain- 
ment at major events. After long argu- 
ments on the floor, a compromise was 
reached which kept the QEA compulsory 
but allowed the sponsoring organization 
more say in the details of contracts and 
arrangements — this being designed to 
avoid future confusions like that with the 
Guess Who. 

Merrick and his staff were also popular- 
ly blamed for a fairly low quality in the 
groups brought to campus this year. Var- 
10us suggestions (such as a paid concert 
coordinator) were put forward, and at 
year-end a referendum was put through 
adding $3 per head for concerts onto the 
AMS non-academic fee, in the hopes that 
the $23,000 thus generated would subsi- 
dize high quality concerts next year.

William A. Mackintosh 


The first Queen’s graduate to become Principal, Dr. William A. Mackintosh, 
died December 29; his funeral was held December 31 in Grant Hall. He was 75 
at the time of his death. 

Dr. Mackintosh spent more than fifty years of his life at Queen’s, as student, 
professor of economics, dean of arts and science, vice-principal, and finally 
principal and vice-chancellor from 1951 to 1961. When he retired as principal 
he continued to hold the ceremonial office of vice-chancellor until 1965. 

As scholar, economist and administrator, Dr. Mackintosh was well-known 
both in Canada and elsewhere. For his services to Canada during the Second 
World War, Dr. Mackintosh was invested by King George VI as a Companion 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. He was one of the first recipients of 
Canada’s highest award, being made a Companion of the Order of Canada. 

Dr. Mackintosh’s career with Queen’s was paralleled by a career with the 
Canadian federal government, which began during the 1920’s when he served 
as an advisor on tariffs and taxation. Later he played a prominent part in the 
research of the Rowell-Sirois Commission, writing an economic study pub- 
lished as a major appendix to the committee’s final report. 

During the war Dr. Mackintosh was a member of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, and chairman of the Canadian section of an overall Can- 
ada-United States economic planning committee. The Winnipeg Free Press 
stated, “There was, in fact, no aspect of our wartime economic policies in 
which he was not actively consulted and in which his judgment as a rule was 
not decisive.” 

As a student at Queen's he received an M.A. four years after beginning his 
undergraduate work, winning two scholarship medals; he was also president of 
his year, played rugby, football and soccer, and won a “Q” for fencing. 

Dr. R. C. Wallace, who was principal immediately before Dr. Mackintosh, 
commented when the latter took office that ““Dr. Mackintosh has won his 
place, not by assertiveness — for he is a modest man — but by sheer ability and 
by qualities of personality. There is a sameness and a wisdom on which one 
feels one can rely, no matter how difficult may be the issue of the moment.” 


When Vice-Principal under Dr. Wallace, Dr. Mackintosh explained that his 
rights and duties were to take the principal's place in his absence and to be 
buried in the University lot in Cataraqui Cemetery, just west of Kingston. On 
December 31, he was laid to rest there. The university chaplain, Dr. A. M. 
Laverty, officiated; honorary pallbearers included Dr. Stirling, the chancellor, 
and Mr. J. D. Gibson, chairman of the board of trustees.

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Elrond College, Queen's student-owned residence, 


rises finally, despite labour problems, hard winter 


Elrond College progressed during the year from 
a gleam in David Peters’ eye to a noisy construction 
site at the corner of Division and Princess streets, 
half a mile north of campus. Ground was broken 
early in the fall, and by April exams the framework 
of several storeys could be seen above the construc- 
tion fence. 

But building was interrupted for months during 
the winter by a prolonged and complicated labour 
dispute between Vroom Construction of Toronto, 
general contractor for the building, and the Kings- 


ton local of the construction workers’ union. The 
issue was employment of Kingston labourers on the 
site; Vroom insisted that hiring as many Kingstoni- 
ans as the union wanted would force them to break 
a sub-contract they had already signed. The union 
was adamant, and work stopped for a time. A com- 
promise was reached after several court hearings. 
Elrond was legally incorporated, independent 
from either the university or the Alma Mater Soci- 
ety, with a board of directors including 
representatives of both. The largest share of the 
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government of the building, once it is opened, will 
be held by its residents. 

The building holds 413 students in its sixteen sto- 
reys; most of its units are small co-op areas for 
twelve, six, four or two people, or apartments. 
Almost all the units of both kinds are split-level and 
include a view south to Lake Ontario. 

At year end, Elrond officials were anxiously 
wondering how to fill the building when it opens, 
probably in the spring or summer of 1972. 











Drop in the Bucket charity drive in November featured a soap box derby in which Padre A. M. Lav- 
erty, Principal J. J. Deutsch and Dean of Women Beatrice E. Bryce gamely took part. Other events

Various university services were ex- 
panded during the year. In the beginning 
of a long-term attempt to reorganize coun- 
selling services on campus, a pilot coun- 
selling project was set up in Watson Hall 
with the cooperation of the psychology 
department. The student employment 
service was augmented by a student-run 
programme, Job Bank, designed to find 
summer jobs in the Kingston area. And 
still, there just were not enough jobs. 

Preliminary ideas for the new university 
centre were unveiled. Though still unsure 
whether facilities would be centralized or 
spread around campus, the planning 
committee was fairly sure that the site for 
a major unit in the nonacademic complex 
would be where McArthur College had 
been, across from Dunning Hall at 131 
Union Street. 

After pressure from the Sociology DSC 
and the ASUS, a senate committee was set 
up to investigate Tech Supplies and the 
whole campus bookstore situation. 

A group of commerce students made a 
killing with ‘‘care packages’? which par- 
ents could, and did, send to students dur- 
ing the final exam grind. Favourite item in 
the packages was a water-pistol. 

There was no Brockington Visitor this 
year because the intended visitor fell ill; it 
was agreed that he would come some time 
next year instead. 

The Journal featured creative white 
space, tendays or fivedays, backpage, oc- 
casional editorials, sweven (its gorgeous 
glossy magazine), and sometimes maybe 
even news.

Braving troops, police and the after- 
math of the October FLQ crisis, Queen’s 
students went to Montreal in droves to 
watch Queen’s beat McGill and to drink 
at the Mustache. It was the last Montreal 
weekend ever for Queen’s, since McGill’s 
financial squeeze has put an end to its in- 
tercollegiate athletics programme. Next 
year, playing in a realigned football 
league, Queen’s will find in its schedule an 
Ottawa weekend (in mid-week!), a Sud- 
bury weekend to play Laurentian, and an 
extra Toronto weekend against York.

Golden Gaels Win Championships In Football, Rugger; 
Finish Tied For First Or Second In Three Other Sports 


FOOTBALL 


Any season a team has to put together a new of- 
fensive line is normally written off as a “rebuilding 
year’ — unless the construction boss is named Tin- 
dall. The Gaels’ veteran headman “rebuilt” to the 
tune of another OQAA title (the Gaels’ sixth in the 
last decade), a heartbreaking 24-20 overtime loss to 
Manitoba in the Western Bowl, and second place in 
the national rankings. 

There were two keys to this renewed power. The 
first was an experienced defense, led by an abund- 
ance of big fast linebackers. Playing in a tough 
4-5-3 set, the Gaels picked up 19 interceptions, with 
Mike Lambros grabbing 6 and Burns MacPherson 
5, and 16 fumbles, including 2 for touchdowns. The 
Sherritt-led rush line, which averaged almost 230 
lb. per man, was equally effective against the run or 
the pass, while the deep eight swept up anything 
that filtered through. 

The second key to the Gaels’ recovery was the 
offense which had been rebuilt around QB Skip 
Rochette, a veteran of small-college ball in the 
U.S., and the revamped offensive line. The success 
of the reconstruction became obvious: Queen’s led 
the league in rushing, despite the loss of Skip Ea- 
man for half the season, with Heino Lilles and 
Brian Warrender standing 1-2 in the individual 
rushing statistics. 

Two exhibition victories over Waterloo Lutheran 
and Carleton gave indications of things to come — 
solid defense and a good-enough-to-win offense. 
Neither game was a real contest, although Carleton 
threatened briefly in the second half. 

The league opener against Western was all de- 
fense — an 18-4 ulcer-raiser in which strong defen- 
sive plays by Mike Lambros set up both touch- 
downs. The fine play of the defense (and the final 
score) were the only satisfying aspect 
of the encounter. The following week against Var- 
sity, even these vanished, as the Blues, sparked by 
power-runner Glen Markle, ground out a 27-18 vic- 
tory. The Gaels won the physical battle however, 
side-lining several Toronto players, including All- 
star QB Vic Alboini. The effect of this beating be- 
came apparent as the season progressed. 

Now the Gaels couldn’t afford to lose! And the 
response showed it. The Gaels buried arch-rival 
McGill 44-11 before a rain-soaked crowd in Rich- 
ardson Stadium. The defense shut off the vaunted 
McGill running game and forced numerous fum- 
bles and interceptions; Linebacker Ron Faulkner 
and deep back Mike Sharp each recovered fumbles 
for major scores. Skip Eaman paced the offence 
with three touchdowns, two on the brilliant broken- 
field punt returns that have become his football 
trademark. 

The rematch with Toronto, before an enormous 
homecoming crowd, saw the Gaels turn the tables 
on Varsity, shutting off the running game and forc- 


ing the Blues to the air, where four Dunkley passes 
were intercepted. Meanwhile, the offence ripped off 
better than three hundred yards, most of it on the 
ground, and rookie Stu Lang returned a punt for 
six points. Eaman and Warrender scored the other 
Queen’s majors; Eaman was forced out with inju- 
ries that were to hamper him for the rest of the 
season. 

Now for McGill! In what was probably the last 
meeting between the two clubs, before a scant 
crowd in cavernous Molson Stadium, the Redmen, 
riddled by injuries and playing on pride, surprised 
the Gaels, jumping out to a 12-0 lead early in the 


second half. Only good defence kept the score that 
low. Then the roof fell in. Rochette connected with 
tight end Tom Schultz to set up one major, then hit 
the big receiver for a second score following a suc- 
cessful onside kick. When placement holder Jim 
McKeen ran a bad snap into the end zone for two 
points, the drive drained out of McGill. The final 
score came on a diving endzone catch by Brian 
Warrender, making the margin 23-12. 

McMaster and Waterloo, the last two oppo- 
nents, were supposed to be league doormats; unfor- 
tunately, they hadn’t read the script. The Gaels 
needed fourth-quarter touchdowns from Carl Lees- 





Lilles, In 8th Season, Is Football MVP 


Veteran running back Heino Lilles, in his eighth year at Queen’s, came out of a one year retirement to 
pace the Gaels to a league crown. Despite the weakened knees that forced him out of competition last year, 
Lilles picked up 549 yards on 88 carries to take top honors amongst the league’s rushers, and earn an All- 
Star berth. Team-mate Brian Warrender finished second. 

Heino was also named as the recipient of the prestigeous Omega and Johnny Evans Memorial trophies, 
respectively symbolic of the Most Valuable Player in the League and on the Gaels. 








Richardson Stadium sees final season, while a new 
$5 million physical education complex opens 
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By the time that this reaches print, the rumors will be 
true — Richardson Stadium will no longer stand in the 
middle of campus. It is being razed for a new social-sci- 
ence complex which is to be built during the next few 
years. 

The stadium, with its precarious-looking walls, stands 
which didn’t look as if they would hold the spectators, and 
a press box which swayed fifteen degrees after every 
touchdown, had been slated for replacement for a number 
of years, but each year, it was saved because of the lack of 
an alternative. Now, the university assures everyone, there 
will be a new, stadium on the west campus in time for the 
1971 football season. 

Surprisingly enough, few spectators who attended the 
last game in Richardson, knew this, or perhaps, believed 
this. There were few souvenir hunters. The demolition 
work was left to the contractors. 

But while the old stadium went, the new five million 
dollar physical education complex was opened this fall. 
The response was over whelming. There was a tremendous 
resurgence in recreational, and intramural sports at 
Queen’s. Even skating returned, after an absence of four 
years, as the east end of the complex forms a new arena. 

(The official opening, however, was delayed until 
March. Afftending that affair were members of the Bar- 
tlett, Ross, Bews, and Harty families. The main speaker 
was Kingston MLA, Syl Apps.) 

It almost appeared that the new complex was out of 
date when it was opened. Locker facilities nearly sold out 
on the first day. Squash courts were at a premium, and 
even some intercollegiate teams found it hard to get prac- 
tice time. 

Perhaps some of this can be explained by the growth in 
physical facilities. There are three gyms, a slightly-less- 
than-olympic-size pool, projectile ranges, squash courts, 
and tennis courts on the roof. (Also, in case of enemy at- 
tack, the complex would probably make a good fortress.) 








ti and Heino Lilles to pull away from McMaster 
31-17, after the Marauders had come from behind 
to tie at 17-all. Waterloo was no more cooperative, 
holding the Gaels to a single point in the first half; 
this came on the last play when Leesti tried a quick 
kick and the ball was downed in the end zone. The 
second half was another story, as Lilles and compa- 
ny rolled up better than three hundred yards on the 
ground to trounce the Warriors 20-6. A fitting 
farewell to Richardson Stadium and Heino Lilles; 
both were in the final home game of long and often 
glorious Careers. 

Then on to Winnipeg ... and heartbreak. Lead- 
ing 17-8 at the half, on tough defense and a strong 
running attack, the Gaels were slowly worn down 
by Manitoba’s bruising ground game, then stung on 
a Kraemer-to-Lodewycks bomb in the fourth 
quarter. So the game went into overtime, in the 
growing gloom of a prarie evening, on a field with 
no lights! 

The Gaels again scored first, an 18-yard Cozac 
field goal, and appeared to have things in hand, un- 
til Bison linebacker Gil Bramwell recovered a 
Rochette fumble with four minutes to go. Kraemer 
took the Herd in to score, and the Gaels were in 
trouble. 

Four points down, with less than two minutes to 
go! The drive that followed was like something out 
of fiction. Rochette threw ten straight passes, hit on 
four of them — three on crucial third-and long situ- 
ations — and had several others tipped at the last 
second. The final attempt, with no time on the 
clock, came from the Manitoba 18-yard line. Half- 
back Brian Warrender, open deep in the end zone, 
dove, was barely able to touch the ball with his ex- 
tended fingers ... but saw it drop incomplete, just 
beyond his reach.

Next year, the league format changes to a confer- 
ence schedule with each team playing nine games, 
and no playoff. After an unbeaten, untied season,

scored-upon season to try for! 


SOCCER 
A near perfect season 

Queen’s soccer Gaels added a new coach, Eng- 
lishman John Walker, to a potpourri of veterans 
and newcomers, and recorded a near perfect season; 
unfortunately, the sole losing effort came in the 
championship game with McMaster. This 9-1-3 
record was even more remarkable in light of the 
rash of injuries that hobbled key starters all season. 

A strong defense, led by captain Jim Pirie and 
the fine goal-tending of Jimmy Flood, held oppo- 
nents to a scant eight goals in league competition, 
while the offense, sparked by the likes of lan Jones 
and Gerry Birks, pumped twenty-three counters 
past Opposition netminders. Polished passing and 
an ability to complete plays around the net were 
hallmarks of the Queen’s offense throughout the 
season. 

All this seemed to come apart against Mac. The 
Gaels, unable to complete offensive thrusts, fell 
behind 2-0 in the first half, but began to apply pres- 
sure at the start of the second period. Then it hap- 
pened. Attempting to clear an errant pass from in 
front of the Queen’s goal, a Gael fell and deflected 
it into his own net. The Gaels, battled back bravely, 
but managed only a single marker, on a penalty 
kick by Pirie. So it ended ... a good year, but not 
quite a great one. 


TRACK AND FIELD 


Queen’s thinclads produced several fine individu- 
al efforts but could not match the team depth of 
other schools, and were forced to settle for lower 
placings. 

Dave Jarvis paced the trackmen with a pair of 
seconds in the 400 and 110 meter hurdles, while 
middle-distance runners Jim Smith and Brian Aik- 
en recorded personal bests. The mile relay team 
placed second behind a strong Waterloo foursome, 
while the 400-meter team was fourth. Waterloo, 
Western, McMaster and Toronto finished ahead of 
Queen’s as 8 OQAA records were set. 

Meanwhile, the cross-country Gaels, in the 
throes of a rebuilding year, finished a disappointing 
sixth in a field of seven teams. The six-mile course, 
over sand dunes, hills and mud, proved the most 
difficult test of the year, as Queen’s best runner 
Bruce Elliot finished in 20th spot.The other team 
members placed well back in the field. 


SAILING 


An overall victory by freshman skipper Bob 
Burns paced Queen’s to a second-place finish 
against the best collegiate sailors in Canada. The 
national competition, hosted by Queen’s and 
R.M.C., featured blustery weather and foggy calms 
as a slick-sailing quartet from U.B.C. took first 
place. The Queen’s team of Burns, Eric Vandriel, 
John Draper and Don Hains led after the first 
round but slipped behind in the fog that dominated 
the second day of competition. 


This strong finish earned Queen’s an invitation to 
the Wayne State Invitational Championships, held 
on Lake St. Clair near Detroit. Vandriel and Hains 
crewed for veterans Sandy Riley and John Bankes 
as Queen’s took third place in each division for an 
overall second-place finish behind Michigan State. 
McMaster finished third. 


VO BEEY BALE 


Volleyball may lack the tradition of excellence 
enjoyed by some Queen’s teams, but if this year is 
any indication, watch out! Playing in league compe- 
tition for the first time, Queen’s finished second in 
the East behind Ottawa U, in a series of round- 
robin tournaments, and advanced to the OQAA 
championships. 

At the end of the 4 team round-robin against 
Ottawa U, Western, and Toronto, Ottawa and 
Queen’s were tied with 3 points each, but Ottawa 
was given the edge on the basis of a better points- 
against record, and advanced to the final against 
Western, who beat them to win the OQAA. Given 
that this was their first year of competition, the 
men’s volleyball team looks to have a bright future. 


TENNIS 


Queen’s tennis team finished a disappointing 
third behind Carleton and McGill in the OQAA 
East tennis tournament. Hopes for an upset had 
been stirred following a close finish behind Carle- 
ton in the York Invitational Tournament, but the 
Gaels did not match their earlier form. 

The Gaels collected seven points, on singles wins 
by Henry Tse, Stu Adam, and Peter Lukey, and a 
victory each by doubles teams of Lukey and John 
MacFarlane, and Neil Longhurst and Gord Laing. 


GOlEG 


Led by the steady play of veterans Nick Wright 
and Doug Painter, Queen’s golfers earned a share 
of the OQAA championship finishing in a tie with 
the University of Waterloo. Both squads had 36- 
hole totals of 608. 

Queen’s missed two chances at victory as both 
Wright and Doug Foreman had birdie putts lip out 
on the final hole of play. Waterloo’s David Hollin- 
ger suffered a similar fate earlier in the 
competition. 

John MacDonald and George Fox completed the 
five-man intercollegiate squad. 


WRESTLING 


An undermanned Gael wrestling squad hosted 
the best from all of Canada February 26 and 27, 
and came away with a winner: Bob Cazes won the 
Canadian Title in the 158 lb. weight class. Rob 
Beamish was the only other Gael to stay in conten- 
tion for any length of time. 

The national finals culminated a building year 
for coach John Albinson and his wrestlers. Despite 
the lack of competitors in the heavier weight class- 
es, the Queen’s contingent compiled a respectable 
record in dual and three-way meets. Albinson is 
hopeful that the loss of Cazes (through graduation) 
will be offset by the development of wrestlers in all 
weight classes; most of this year’s team will be 
back.

Basketball, Hockey Gaels Reach Respective Finals 


In what amounted to the dramatic productions of 
the year, both the Hockey and Basketball Gaels 
managed to reach the OQAA finals for the first 
time in living memory. Their routes were rather dif- 
ferent, but the final results were the same. 

Frank Tindall’s cagers, despite early injuries and 
team dissention, had little trouble compiling a 5-1 
record in the weak eastern division of the OQAA. 
Their exhibition record was something else, with 
victories few and far between. In fact, they were one 
of the worst first-place ball clubs ever seen. The 
problem was not personnel — on paper, few teams 
could match the starting five — but discipline. The 
troubles culminated in what had to be the choke of 
the season: a 77-75 loss to the last-place Ottawa U. 


squad, in which the Gaels displayed all the hustle 
and poise of a bunch of washerwomen. After this 
shock the Gaels made an effort to come together, 
but the differences kept swirling around just below 
the surface. Team pride was all that kept things 
together on the court. 

So off they went to the OQAA playoffs. In 
Windsor. In St. Denis Hall. And, ladies and gentle- 
men, something happened down there! The Gaels 
forgot their differences, dug down deep, and started 
playing basketball for the first time since the 
Christmas Tournament at Carleton. Up against the 
Waterloo Warriors, a tall, strong team led by guard 
Jaan Laaniste and centreman Paul Bilewicz, the 
Gaels took advantage of the Warriors’ tendancy to 


foul, and picked up thirty-four points and a victory 
as a result. Brian MacKenzie, playing his best ball 
since Christmas, stuffed half a dozen shots down 
Laaniste’s throat, outrebounded him badly, and 
picked up 24 points to lead all Gael scorers. 

That, and some clutch foul shooting by Ron 
Walsh and Barry Beale, gave the Gaels an upset 
victory that shook up quite a few people, including 
the Waterloo coach, who was last seen muttering 
about “those goddam fouls”’. 

The next night against Windsor, the dream final- 
ly died. The cause of death was exhaustion, as the 
Gaels’ first six were ground down by a running, 
pressing Lancer squad that platooned ten men 
throughout the game.

The Gaels held on grimly in the first half, and 
trailed by a single point. Then the roof fell in. Un- 
able to break the Windsor press with any of the 
starters on the bench, and beset by abysmal outside 
shooting, the Gaels dropped tweleve points back 
with about eight minutes to go. The final score was 
81-66. The Gaels were just dead physically, al- 
though guard Bob Wright, who had been at the 
centre of earlier controversy, played his heart out, 
scoring 25 points, rebounding well, and hustling 
until the final buzzer. 

So much for that one. Now back to the real Cin- 
derella story of the year, where Bob Carnegie’s rink 
rats came back from the dead to astound everyone, 
including themselves. No one doubted that the 


hockey team would be improved — after all, they 
were |-13-1 last year, and you can’t get much worse 
than that. Led by former National Team member 
Morris Mott, the Gaels showed some early-season 
sparks, and performed well in their Christmas Invi- 
tational Tournament, but did not show much in the 
first half of the league schedule. In fact, they 
seemed destined for a fourth or fifth place finish, 
well out of the playoffs. Even the ever-optimistic 
Journal gave up after they won two out of three 
falls in the year’s biggest brawl, against Laval, then 
let the Rouge et Or tie the score with just four sec- 
onds left. Queen’s had to win all their remaining 


games, while neither Laval nor Montreal could win 
again. 


Something happened after that collapse. Ru- 
mour had it that certain people became very upset 
and said things in the dressing room afterwards. 
Maybe that was it. But, whatever the reason, the 
Gaels suddenly played as a team. They had four 
league games left, needed them all, and took them 
convincingly, dropping Ottawa U. twice (7-1, 14-1), 
McGill once (11-6) and first-place Carleton once (7- 
5), to finish in second place. 

Mott, playing on a line with Colin Loudon and 
Murray Douglas, provided the spark, finishing the 
season with a league-leading 44 points; Loudin was 
seventh in the scoring race, and Douglas added 11 
goals. As well, the defense, led by big Dave Field, 
began to play steady if unspectacular hockey — and
